Hampshire, being the smallest member of the Five Colleges with a wildly fluctuating population 
given the gladiator fights, nonetheless has plenty of time and humanpower, as the weaklings have 
slowly been culled from the group. Aforementioned gladiator fights are paused as all are needed 
in order to invade the other colleges. Indeed, Amherst College, the second smallest institution 
within the Consortium falls quite easily to the highly trained soldiers. Staff and faculty quickly flee 
as they realized that there was no hope in salvaging the school, and the IHC flag, based off of the 
flag of the now defunct Hampshire College, was raised.

Even after the conquest of the other colleges, more trouble came. Most of the Pioneer Valley had 
heard the news when Amherst College was felled, but the government of Massachusetts decided 
not to intervene. Neither Charlie Baker nor Donald Trump decided that a bunch of hippies turned 
soldiers were a national security threat, so bureaucracy being bureaucracy, meant that minimal 
outside intervention was occurring until some serious campaigning by Western Mass residents 
meant some bill or another passed through the state legislature. That was when the glorious Omen 
staff had another epiphany. 


The IHC had not been Hampshire College for quite a long time. That did not mean they couldn’t 
masquerade as a college, however. Thus, the Extra Terestria Satis study abroad program was 
born. 


The destination? 
Venus. 


After terraforming Venus over a remarkably quick period of time, the Omen Staff send an armada 
of spaceships to colonize the Evening Star. A sibling of the Omen Philosoph-vizer (and space 
enthusiast Benji Laszlo Fields) is the main architect of a new planetary civilization. 


In collaboration with the Omen Philosoph-vizer Benji Fields designs this planetary civilization to 
be a strange synthesis of advanced techno paradise and Victorian stylized metropolis. A synthesis 
of a civilization whose architecture, tech, and settlement patterns are all designed by one person 
and an Anarchist direct democracy; the political and economic governance of this new planet help 
to fulfill the Omen Philosoph-vizer’s vision in a way that doesn’t threaten the Divine Inspiratrix’s 
absolute power and dominion over all things aesthetic. 


Hackney and hansom cabs along with omnibuses zip around the streets; pulled along by robotic 
horses running on steam that doesn’t come from coal combustion. As a matter of fact, Mars is 


largely powered by a satellite Helium-3 mining power station on the Moon. 


People tend to wear mostly Victorian styles, though some of the more harmful Victorian fashions 
are not in vogue (corsets aren’t typically worn.) 


Red and black flags grace street lamp, balconies and processions. 
There are still markets, but labor vouchers are the medium of exchange. 
In the meantime, although levels of anti-social behavior are generally low, there has been an 


something of an epidemic of violent murders in barbershop collectives and the residents of Venus 
have taken to never asking for a shave to go with their haircuts. They also generally avoid meat 
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The train stations throughout Venus look like great cathedrals of steam. Their Neo-Gothic arches, 
columns and double flight stairs enoble the Helium 3 steam trains that chug into the stations, and 
all of the train carriages are of the same class (though the level of accommodation is really akin to 
a first class carriage from 1858.) 


Though the Epochal aesthetic is never directly challenged, some questioned how revolutionary a 
society could be if most wear the costumes of a 160 year old bourgeoisie - whenever the question 
is raised, people generally say they don’t mind living this way, so long as nobody else is poor. The 
remarkable thing is that nobody on Venus is poor, though growing numbers of people on Earth are 
either eager to move to this Anarcho-Venetian outpost, or bitterly resent the fact that they cannot. 


These social pressures are to be eased every 15 years or so, when another rapidly terraformed 
uninhabited planet is opened up to colonization. What could possibly go wrong? 


Incidentally, most of Venus itself is still unexplored. Benji Fields is personally involved in scouting 
out the planet and believes that there is a 15% chance that one of the hitherto unexplored corners 
of the planet is inhabited by life indigenous to Venus. What will happen if a rapidly expanding 
Anarcho-space colony encounters Venetian life? Some shudder at the idea, but Benji Fields is 
determined - to know may not be enough but it is necessary. 


Despite the Victorian aesthetic, there are loudspeakers in the streets. At one o’clock PM they 
alternate from playing fifteen minutes of Las Barricadas and other Spanish Civil War songs on 
Sundays, Tuesdays, and Thursdays. On Mondays, Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays, they blare 
out Rhapsody in Blue. The practice of blaring out Rhapsody in Blue on the loudspeakers has been 
challenged in assemblies- the pot hatted and bonneted masses can never come to agreement on 
whether to abolish the practice.
